HILL CLIMBING CONTEST AT 
BELFAST. 
BIG ENTRIES ~~ Rane PROMOTED 


A motor car hill climbing contest, organised by 
the Ulster Division of the Motor Trade Association, 
was held on Saturday last at Red Brae Hill, near 
Carrickfergus. Under the powers of the Act of the 
Northern Parliament, the Antrim County Council 
issued an order closing the road to ordinary traffic 
from 12 o'clock to 6 o'clock p.m., the roads running 
into the course being cut off by barriers. The 
portion of the hill over which the contest was held 
was a mile and an eighth in length, almost straight, 
and with an excellent surface. The gradient not 
being very steep at any point, the hill lent itsalf to 
fast times, and the honovrs in this respect were 
carried off by the 3,610 c.c. capacity Austin, entered 
and driven by Mr. Harry Ferguson, in the class for 
sporting type cars, which ascended the hill in 69 1-5 
am a speed of approximately 59.2 miles per 

our. 

The event was the first of its class that has been 
held in Ireland since the war, and the wide measure 
of support which it received from the trade and private 
owners must have been very gratifying to the 
promoters, and should suggest to the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club, under whose rules the contest was 
held, that there is a need for an event of a similar 
class in the neighbourhood of Dublin, For the trade- 
owned car class there were 42 entries; for the class 
for private owners 23; and for the open class 51 
entries; while 14 entries were received for the class 
for sporting type cars. Almost all the cars which 
were entered competed, and an excellent afternoon's 
sport was provided for the huge gathering of 
spectators who assembied to witness the racing. 

Unfortunately, their pleasure was greatly 
minimised by the weather. A violent thunderstorm 
broke over the course at the hour fixed for the start, 
and, after a commencement had been made with the 
racing, the rain came down steadily, continuing for 
a couple of hours. There was then a brief lull, but 
the rain came on again before the last event was 
decided. Nevetheless, few of the spectators left 
antli after the last of the four classes was brought 
to issue. 

The handicaps were determined by a rather old- 
fashioned formula, in which the chief factors were 
the weight and horse- -power of the vehicles; but on 
the whole the allotments were not unsatisfactory. In 
the trade-owned car class the best performance on 
handicap was made by the 1,354 c.c. Windsor, 
entered by O. D. Cars, Ltd., Belfast, and driven by 
Mr. E. Thompson. It won the event from a 3,439 
c.c. Dodge car, with a 1,087 c.c. Rhode third. The 
same car won the open class, although its time was 
3 2-5 secs. slower on the second trial, second and 
third places goi to a 1,852 c.c. Armstrong- 
Siddeley and the 1,087 c.c. Rhode, which was third 
in the trade class. In the private owners’ class the 
handicap was won by Mr. W. Noble’s 1,945 c.c. 
Star, with Mr. J. P. Mackie’s 1,496 c.c. Alvis 
second, and Mr ('. McCullough’s 1,496 c.c. Deemster 
third. The fastest of the trade-owned car class was 
the Ba, Le wy Works Co.'s 1,496 c.c. Alvis, 
diiven by M Pyper, which did 1 min. 31 2-5 
secs., and cun the niivate owners the fastest 
car was @ similar make of car, driven by Mr. J. P. 
Mackie. which did 1 min. 39 4-55 secs. In the 
open class the distinction of fastest time was secured 
by a 4,250 c.c. Vauxhall, entered by Harry 
Ferguson, Ltd., and driven by Mr. R. 8. Dyball, its 
time being 1 min.

Much the same sentiment was expressed on a re- 
cent occasion by Senor Juanena, Secretary of the 
Spanish Athletic Federation, who said that the 
Spanish competitors had primarily come in order to 
demonstrate Spanish friendliness towards France. 
Senor Juanena suggested that all-Latin games, to 
which France, Italy, Spain, and Portugal should 
be invited, shonld be held periodically, as there 
was no doubt that the Latin races were not such 
successful athletes as the Anglo-Saxons, and that 
in this way a remedy might be found.

A Canadian 
might be able to make the journey; but 
the Free State is the only Dominion which 
will have no difficulty in sending a special 
delegate.

The 
Bench of Bishops supports it, and the 
Lord Chancellor and Lord Buckmaster 
have spoken in its favour, while the 
Marquis of Lansdowne and the Earl of 
Birkenhead have denounced it as a 
measure of tyranny and confiscation. The 


bill is faultless. He proposes that, if it 
receives a second reading, it shall be sent. 
to a Select Committee of the House, where 
a discussion of its proposals in detail may 
secure some measure of agreement. The 
Spectator, in welcoming the bill’s promise 
of reform, draws from the debates in the 
House of Lords confirmation of its own 
view that the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of intoxicants ought to be strictly 
in the hands of the State. Under present 
conditions, it says, “we give a tremendous 
monopoly to the trade, and then tax that 
monopoly so heavily and ring it round with 
so many restrictions that we force upon 
the retailers of alcohol a system of inten- 
sive trading.” The State, as a monopolist, 


alcohol, but would make no effort to get 


that. a State monopoly of the liquor traffic 
would put the traffickers out of politics. 
“There is a serious menace to party inde- 
pendence when a great, rich and powerful 
organisation, without any fixed political 
predilections, considers itself vitally con- 
cerned at every general election.”’ 

The evils of which the Spectator com- 
plains are more flagrant in the Free State 
than in England. Here the. licensing 
laws are administered far more laxly than 
in England, and the trading is even more 
“intensive ' on account of the fiercer com- 
petition. As Mr. Kevin O'Higgins has 
pointed out, fifteen thousand public-houses 
are catering for the thirst of two-thirds 
c. the area of our small island. Of the 
trade’s political influence, and its cynical 
application, we had last week an object- 
lesson which makes comment unnecessary. 
On the other hand, the Spectator’s remedy 
for these evils is impossible at present 
in the Free State. Mr. O'Higgins has

Must the country, then, resign 
itself to an indefinite continuance of the 
existing abuses, which are taking such 
tragic toll of the nation’s health and 
wealth?

The Society of Friends. 


George Fox, the founder of the Society 
of Friends, was born in Leicestershire in 
July, 1624, and his tercentenary, is being 
marked by tributes of admiration from all 
lands and all creeds. When Fox began to 
preach in the year 1647 he had no inten- 
tion of founding a religious denomination. 
He was moved by a zeal which reacted 
against the corruption of the times. Those 
who adhered to him preserved his opposi- 
tion to outward symbols and forms in the 
rules of the Society which has lasted to 
our own days. In the next century 
the Society was to develop Fox's peculiar 
teachings and to become exponent of a 
Christian mysticism which affected the 
thought and lives of many outside the 
Society 's actual membership ; but the chief 
importance of the Quaker movement has 
lain in its promotion of humanitarian 
objects.

one of the great pioneers of scientific dentistry, 
not only in Ireland, but in a much wider 


field ; for many of his writings, which number 
exactly sixty, have translated into 
various Continental languages. 

Among these writings may be mentioned 
the ‘‘ Diagnosis of the Coens of Pain,” which 
is largely used as a basis for teaching by 
lecturers in dental surgery; ' Some Notes on 
Odontomes”’ (1920), ‘‘ Dental Abnormalities ” 
(1922) and “ A Case of Pyorrhea’’ (1923). 
Dr. Baker was a member of the original staff 
of the Dublin Dental Hospital, and, on the 
death of Dr. Stack, became Dean of that 
institution, the complete reorganisation of 
which he carried out during the ten years of 
his occupancy of that im nt office. He 
filled in succession every honourable position 
which a dental surgeon can attain, and was 
the first to receive from Trinity College, where 
he was University Lecturer in Denta) Surgery 
and Pathology, the degree of Magister in 
Scientia Dentaria, which was conferred upon 
him honoris causa in 1904. 

Not only as a dentist was Di. Baker dis- 
a real he was an admirable musician, 
and during his undergraduate course in Trinity 
College he gained a Musical Exhibition, as 
well as honours in Mathematics and Logics. 
In the domain of sport he will long be 
membered among yachtsmen for the many 
prizes which he won in the handicap class for 
small cruisers with his five-tonner Marie, 
which he always sailed himself. 

His war service 1s no less worthy of record 
than are the other features of his remarkable 
career, For more than a year he had the care 


George V. Hospital, Dublin; while in 1917 he 
served for some time in the 83 General Hos- 
ee at Boulogne, where he assisted M. 
aladier in his operations for the treatment of 
fractures of the jaw. For these services he 
received the British War Medal. 
In 1914, in common with many graduates 
over military age, he joined the. Dublin 
University Officers’ Training Corps, in which 
he soon gained the rank of sergeant. On the 
formation of the Dublin University Voluntary 
Aid Detachment he.was elected commandant, 
and worked with whole-hearted energy to 
promote the efficiency of his corps until he 
was appointed medical officer to the Dublin 
University Officers’ Training Corps, with a 
commission in the Royal Army Medical Corps 
(Territorial Force), which post he held with 
the rank of captain until the disbandment of 
the contingent. 
It is hardly too much to say that in recent 
years Dr. Baker lived for the Dublin 
University Officers’ Training Corps. His 
cheerful and unflagging devotion to duty 
during the troublous times of 1916 forms one 
of its most cherished records. and no distinc- 
tion was ever more worthily won than the 
sword of honour with which he was presented 
by the citizens of Dublin. 
Above all things, however, it is the memory 
of the man himself that is enshrined in the 
hearts of his old comrades. Perhaps, the best 
testimony to the affection which he inspired 
consists in the fact. that so long as any of 
them remain ‘‘ the Doctor ”' will to them mean 
Dr. Baker, and Dr. Baker alone.

” LONDON, Sunday. 
lhe Government registered its seventh de- 
feat last Monday, but nothing happened to 
make it of more importance than usual. The 
Prime Minister declared, when he took office, 
that he would accept defeat only on “ major 
issues,’ and he is, of course, the judge as to 
the value of the issues. Yet when a Govern- 
ment meets with a heavy defeat on the 
Budget it is usual to regard the fact as deal- 
ing with a major issue. The seventh wave, 
however, passed over the heads of the Go- 
vernment and receded without serious effect. 
The defeat took place on a question whether 
charitable or educational entertainments 
should not be allowed to escape the entertain- 
ment tax. The Chancellor did not think so, but 
tax. The Chancellor did not think so, but 
members did, with the result that the Govern- 
ment was found to be in a minority of 565. 
Immediately there was much excitement. and 
Mr. Baldwin asked what the Government ia 
tended to do. Mr. Snowdon did not seem to 
know, but the Liberals who had just voted 
against him came to his rescue. On the motion 
to report progress, they voted with the 
Government and saved the situation. 
Tuesday saw another little defeat of the 
Government, but this time the scene was in 
the House of Lords, where the War Charges 
(Validity) Bill was thrown out by 207 votes 
to 170. In the Commons Mr. Snowdon 
announced that the Government intended to 
take no steps with regard to its defeat on 
the previous night, but would “carry on ” and 
get the Finance Bill through. Afterwards a 
variety of minor measures were advanced a 
stage. On Wednesday the discussion on the 
Finance Bill was resumed, and among other 
amendments was one reducing the income 
tax by sixpence in the £. It did not secure 
acceptance, nor did a proposal that civil 
servants should escape paying income tax on 
war bonus. Proceedings were so quiet all day 
as to be almost tame. 
On Thursday the feature was the second 
reading in the House of Lords of the Seditious 
and Blasphemous Teaching to Children Bill. 
Ample evidence was produced to show how 
necessary it was to put a check on those who 
are subverting the youth of the country by 
false teachings. The Lord Chancellor mildly 
opposed the bill, which was brought in by 
Lord Danesfort, an Irishman; but it obtained 
its second reading by a majority of eighty-two 
in a House of one hundred and twenty-two. In 
the Commons the main business was Scottish 
estimates. The Southron flees from the 
Chamber when such business is toward, and 
the Scots had a very happy evening. At one 
moment a Scottish Conservative was speaking 
about education and a Scottish extremist was 
cooing “ Hear, hear, at almost every other 
word. .

reading of the Summary Jurisdiction (Separa- 
tion and Maintenance) Bill.

We much regret to announce the death, in 
his 72nd year, of Dr. Arthur W. W. Baker, 
the eminent dental specialist. Dr. Baker 
died last Saturday at his residence in Merrion 
square, Dublin. 

He was the elder son of John Andrew 
Baker, F.R.C.8.1., and on his mother’s side 
was descended from Ambroise Paré, the cele- 
brated Huguenot surgeon. He took his medi- 
cal degree in Dublin“Gmiversity, which after- 
wards conferred on him its first honorary de- 
gree in Dental Science.

DAMAGE DONE BY THE 
IRREGULARS.

Decrees amounting to £4,389 were awarded 
to Lord Ashtown and the Hon. W. C, Trench 
at Galway Quarter Sessions last Saturday in 
respect of malicious damage to Woodlawn 
House and other property. 

The statement of claim set out that on 
May ist, 1922, Woodlawn House was seized 
by Sh aera and a notice was served on Lord 
Ashtown that, “‘owing to the treatment of 
the Catholic population by the Orange gun- 
men, housing accommodation was necessary 
for the refugees, and in consequence we have 
confiscated Lord Ashtown’s entire property 
ae name of the Executive Council of the 


Lord -Ashtown wrote to the steward a few 
days su uent!y to obtain some summer 
clothes, and the reply the raiders gave the 
steward was ' to read the notice which was 
served—that Lord Ashtown had no longer any 
claim to this property.” 

The occupants of Woodlawn House (says 
the statement of claim) proceeded to dispose 
of whatever they could to their advantage. 
They sold one driving horse and one stallion 
for £15 and £19 respectively. The former 
had been sold by Lard Ashtown for £60, but 
the purchaser had not taken it away when 
the property was seized. A five-year-old farm 
horse, valued at £25, was given in exchange 
for another about fifteen years old, together 
with £5. ‘This horse was subsequently re-

“ERRONEOUS REPORTS.”

PARIS, Sunday. 
The hysterical outburst by the Opposition 
Press here, against the British Note of in- 
vitation to the Allied Conference on Jul 
16th, has quietened down over the week-end, 
but there is, nevertheless, a feeling of un- 
easiness in official circles that diplomatic 
events of the next few days may develop into 
a crisis. 

It is pointed out in the Government organs 
this morning that since the Chequers con- 
versations there has not been any serious 
misunderstanding between the two Govern- 
ments, and that the British invitation never 
engaged the responsibility of the British Go- 
vernment, and was merely a departmental! 
document. 

M. Herriot is determined to endeavour to 
eradicate the unfavourable impression created. 
Foilowing upon an important meeting at the 
Quai d’Orsay last evening, at which were 
resent the Minister of i, ee M. Louis 

arthou, the President of the Reparations 
Commission, and other Foreign O and 
financial experts, M. Herriot decided to ad- 
dress a Note to the Allied Governments set- 
ting out in detail the standpoint of France in 
regard to the questions of reparations and 
security. 

The text of the draft will be drafted to- 

morrow, and the Note will be despatched to 
the Allied capitals on Tuesday. ere has 
heen talk over the week-end of a postpone- 
ment of the Conference, but I am able to state 
that it is M. Herriot’s intention to adhere to 
the date fixed. He desires no further delay 
in his attempts to find a solution of the 
reparations question. 
The Cabinets of London and Paris will seek 
to sweep away the more serious divergencies 
of views—particularly in regard to the super- 
seding of the Reparations Commission by 
another authority—that have arisen sincé@ the 
Chequers interview, but the danger of a crisis 
in the coming week cannot be ignored. 

The Poinearist: Press is already clamourin 
for M. Herriot’s<resignation. One woul 
be inclined to attach small importance to 
these efforts to discredit the French Premier, 
if it were not appatent that the latter's posi- 
tion in Parliament in the last forty-eight 
hours has become none too strong. 

Mr. Macdonald has agreed—in an en- 
deavour to disperse any feeling or misun- 
derstanding that may have arisen as the 
result of the publication of the British invita- 
tions to the Inte?-Allied Conference: on July 
16—to despatch a supplementary Note to the 
interested Powers, in which the British Pre- 
mier will make it clear that at no moment 
did he wish to impose upon the interested 
Powers the British point of view, and that 
the invitations contained merely an expres- 
sion of opinion and suggestions. The in- 
vitations were sent out on the responsibility 
of the British Government. 

This announcement was made to-night after 
Lord -Crewe, the British Ambassador in 
Paris, paid an: unexpected visit to M. 
Herridt. The conversation was of great im- 
portance. It is‘ understood that as the re- 
sult of the conversation both Lord Crewe 
and M. Herriot expressed themselves satis- 
fied that all misunderstandings between the 
Governments of the two nations had been 
swept away.

M. Herriot defended his policy in a speech 
at a Radical Socialist banquet at Troyes 
this afternoon. He said tbat the Freneh 
Government had two primary duties 
to assure France's credit, and to organise 
peace. The first step towards the latter 
must be the solution of the reparations 
problem. The Experts’ Report offered France 
the best chance of payment. The Report 
left a number of questions to the Govern- 
ments to settle,-hence the necessity for an 
Inter-Allied Conference. The Conference 
pre-supposed thé re-establishment of the 
inter-Allied accord, and particularly of the 
close Franco-British Zntente 

“It was the first element of this accord 
that we went to seek at Chequers by a 
demarche, for which we have been re- 
bee but which we will never disown, 

ecause it was essential and useful. Is it 
in the interest of our country that people 
try to distort the character, and belittle the 
importance of that meeting? Is it advan- 
tageous to France to depreciate the goodwill 
of a Prime Minister, a democrat like our- 
selves, who is beset like ourselves, with the 
gravest pre-occupations, and desires in good 
faith to seek.the Franco-British Entente—one 
of the essential bases of peace? 

‘* Certainly many difficulties remain to 
be overcome. — But, in spite of opposition, 
our method, after so many disappointments, 
is to look, above all, for that which draws 
together, not that which divides. To solve 
difficulties of the gravity of those confront- 
ing us, the best method is to reduce them 
progressively.. On those lines we shall do 
our uttermost.’’—(Reuter.)

DOMINIONS. 


In view of all that has been said about 
Empire Treaty-making in the long discussions 
in Senate and Dail on the Washington Liquor 
Treaty and the Lausanne Treaty, the Free 
State has at least an academic interest in the 
arrangements for the London Conference on 
reparations. 

The Canadian Prime Minister has stated 
that his Government had received an in- 
vitation to send a representative to a pre- 
liminary conference on the question of repre- 
sentation, but not, as yet, to the Inter-Allied 
Conference itself. 

It appears, therefore, that an effort is to 
be made to avoid such difficulties as occurred, 
in the cases of Canada and the Irish Free 
State, in connection with the Lausanne 
Treaty. At the negotiation of that Treaty 
with the Turks there were no direct repre- 
sentatives of the Dominions, which were sub- 
sequently asked to ratify it. : 

The Minister for External Affairs was un- 
able to state definitely last night whether the 
Irish Free State had heen invited to be repre- 
sented at the preliminary conference on re- 
presentation. The question was addressed to 
him at his residence, and he preferred not to 
answer without reference to official papers not 
then available.

900,000,000 is contained in a statement in the 
Congressional Record by Mr. Albert Johnson, 
author of the new immigration law, which 
became operative on July Ist. ' 

Mr. Johnson proclaims that the United 
States can no longer be used as a “ melting 

t” for the races, and that under the new 
immigration policy “ asylum ends.” He 
scouts the idea that the exclusion feature will 
eventuate war with Japan. 

Justification for exclusion of the Japanese 
is given by Mr. Johnson on the ground that 
it is bad policy for a country to permit the 
growth within its borders of colonies of non- 
naturalisable aliens. 

He makes the argument that exclusion in- 
stead of leading to war with Japan will serve 
as an actual preventive of war. 

The United States having been so long a 
melting pot country, the change to a policy 
of heavy restriction and overseas weeding- 
out is likely to cause some misunderstanding. 

‘In fact,” he concludes, '' the mere fact 
that we have so many nationals of other 
countries among us has led some other 
countries to believe their people not yet here 
have some sort of vested right in the United 
States. Time will cure that idea.”

600,000 MEN AFFECTED IN

FIFTEEN BOYS 
MURDERED. 


GERMAN TRADESMAN’S 
CONFESSION. 
COLOGNE, Sunday. 

One of the most terrible stories in the his- 
tory of criminology has been disclosed by the 
confession of a German tradesman named 
Haarmann, who was arrested recently by the 
police at Hanover in connection with the dis- 
covery of a child’s skull in the River Leine. 

At first Haarmann, who looks little more 
than a youth, strenuously denied the police 
charges, but subsequently confessed to the 
murder of twelve boys whom he had enticed to 
his rooms. The police, however, have traced 
the murders of at least three more lads re- 
sently reported missing to Haarmann, who is 
thus charged with fifteen murders. Some 
reports say that more than twerity boys are 
missing. The boys, it transpires, were all 
lurea into Haarmann’s room. 

The police state that other degenerates were 
essocated with Haarmann in his crimes, and 
several arrests have been made, the most 
impertant being that of Franz Grans, a young 
man of 23, who is alleged to have enticed 
boys into Haarmann’s room, well knowing the 
terrible fate that awaited them. At the re- 
quest of the authorities, engineers have 
diverted t%e course of the River Leine, so 
that a search of the river bed could be made. 
Several sacks full of bones and other remains 
have already been discovered.

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POSITION OF BRITISH 
IMMIGRANTS. 


SYDNEY, Sunday. 

Sir George Fuller, Premier of New South 
Wales, states that the cable sent by the 
Labour Council to the British Prime Minister, 
declaring that there are thousands of British 
immigrants in destitution in Sydney, is a gross 
exaggeration. The official records show that 
during the last three months only 98 immi- 
grants, mostly unskilled workers, have regis- 
tered for employment. For the classes of 
immigrants encouraged under the Government 
schemes there are ample opportunities of em- 
ployment, and the statement that no local 
help is available is untrue. The Government, 
from time to time, has voted special funds for 
relief works, and arrangements are now being 
made for additional road work to provide 
winter employment. The mass meeting re 
ferred to as having prompted the despatch of 
the cable to the Prime Minister numbered 
only two hundred persons. 

Sir George Fuller emphatically denies that 
any report has been made to him, to the effect 
that Great Britain has been “ combed out” of 
physically fit men of good character, suitable 
for settlers in New South Wales. Mr. Barnes,

PRINCE OF WALES TO UNVEIL 
MEMORIAL TABLET. 


Commenting editorially upon the ceremony 
which takes place in the great Cathedral of 
Notre Dame, in Paris to-day, when the Prince 
of Wales. as President of the Imperial War 
Graves Commission, will unveil the tablet 
which has been erected in honour of the 
soldiers of the British Armies who lost their 
lives in the war, The Times remarks :—The 
tablet in Notre Dame wil] keep alive in a 
foreign land the memory, -not only of those 
who went from the mother country, but of all 
those others who came from the uttermost 
ends of the earth, from every country where 
the British flag flies, to stand and fall by their 
side. In their deaths they were not divided. 
In this remembrance of them every Govern- 
ment of the Empire has united to claim :ts 
part in proportion to the number of its dead. 
Simple in form, but of deep and pregnant 
meaning, the tablet, like the common effort 
made by the Empire in the war, is withont 
parallel for the work of Imperial co-opera- 
tion which it represents. But it is more, 
even, than that. In the ancient and sacred 
shrine of Our Ladv in Paris it is from to-day 
permitted to recall as long as Notre Dame 
shall stand the sacrifice of those sons of the 
Empire, “of whom the greater part rest in 
France,” who fell that France might live. 't 
will tell through the ages to come how in the 
dark days of 1914-1918 the men of the British 
Isles, the Dominions, the Colonies. the Indian 
Empire and all the dependencies of the Crown 
feught and died shoulder to shoulder with the 
men of France in the hour of their need.

TUNING-UP THE BUTTER 
s INDUSTRY. 


LACK OF CONSISTENCY. 
arn 


At last Saturday's sitting of the Special 
Committee of the Dail, which is considering 
the Dairy Produce. Bill, Mr. Hogan, Minister 
for Agriculture and Lands, made an impor- 
tant statement on the national mark for 
butter that is provided for in Part IV. of the 
measure. s 

‘They did not, he said, expect that at the 
outset the national brand would be given to 
many creameries. Careful and exhaustive ex- 
amination over a period of perhaps six months 
would be necessary before the Inspectors made 
up their minds as to the creameries to which 
it would be safe to give the brand. The mark 
would be a guarantee that the Lutter bearing 
it had an excellence of at least 92 per cent. 
Every creamery wishing to get the brand 
would have to instal a pasteurisation plant, 
and standards of experiment and management 
would also be imsisted on. The ultimate aim 
was to bring every creamery in the country 
under the brand. That would require several 
years, but it had been done in other countries. 
The real trouble «: the moment with 
the great majority of the creameries which 
turned out butter good enough for the brand 
was want of consistency. There was wanting 
that little extra care and attention, by the 
exercise of which they would at all times 
produce butter up to the standard. 

The alternative scheme to the national 
mark was that all butter for export should be 
graded at the ports. Those favouring that 
particular plan did not object to the national 
brand or to the setting up of sandards for 
equipment,. management, and technical com- 
petency in the creameries. The main objec- 
tion to the scheme in the bill was that with- 
out grading at the ports and sampling every 
consignment the national brand could not be 
safeguarded ; that it was, in fact, likely to be 
discounted, because it would cover onlv a 
small percentage of the butter leaving the 
Saorstat. 

Another objection to the use of the brand 
was that it would not be fair to creameries 
turning out first-class butter for 75 per cent. 
of the year and less good butter for the re- 
maining period. A system of grading at the 
ports would be much easier for a creamery 
that did not want to improve itself. Any 
creamery manager who at present turned out 
butter of a 92 per cent. quality on twenty 
days Df the month should be able to do it for 
twenty-six or twenty-seven days. 
of course, require a little more trouble. Of 
course they would have to allow for the mis- 
takes that were inevitable even in the best 
managed institution.. They could not avoid 
having deficient butter sometimes. 

In the bill they put a premium on the effi- 
ciency, honesty, and business capacity of the 
people running creameries. and that was the 
only sound way to approach the question. 
They 'dáid not intend to go out of the way to 
see that a creamery that would not. put the 
final touches on its methods would not be in- 
convenienced. The policy was not to produce 
a large quantity of first class butter from a 
few factories, but the tuning up of the whole 


butter production of the country. They aimed 


at the tame when there would be only one 
brand of butter, viz., Irish creamery butter, 
commanding the market by its yery name. 

It was perfectly obvious that if adequate 
steps were not taken to protect the brand, the 
scheme in the long run would do more harm 
than good. It would never do to give the 
brand to a creamery that had earned it 
leave it at that. There would be 
inspections and examinations 
Taere was power given, should experience 
warrant it, to examine any consignment of 
butter bearing the national brand at the ports 
or anywhere else. The onlv point was 
whether they should not in the bill bind 
themselves compulsorily to examine all butter 
without waiting for the lessons of the exneri- 
ence of the working of the me: They 
did not propose to bind themselves in the 
beginning,

that he could not say how many inspectong 
would be required to work the bill. They 
had about 400 creameries to inspect, but the 
number of officials to do that would certainly 
be less than would be required for grading at 
the ports. 

The Committee accepted an amendment bv 
Mr. Heffernan, that the national brand shall 
not be given to any butter not made from pas- 
teurised cream. 

The Minister said that at first he was in- 
clined to leave this an open question for the 
sake of elasticity in the framing of the recu- 
laions. The arguments of Deputy Heffernan, 
however, had convinced him that it would he 
better to give the brand only to butter made 
from pasteurised cream. 

Section 28, establishing the national brand, 
was added to the bill.

GRADING WANTED. 
aN 
CREAMERY MANAGERS’ 
ARGUMENTS. 


The following is a summary of a long letter 
that we have received from the Secretary of 
the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
setting out the Association's 
Dairy Produce Bill :— 

The contentious matter in the bill is not 
confined to the question of grading. The 
whole industry is virtually unanimous in be- 
lieving that the provisions of the bill are 
unnecessarily drastic; that most of them are 
unnecessary for the purpose aimed at, and 
are of an irritating character; and that they 
cannot be impartially or equitably enforced. 

The Association, while in favour of a 
national brand, which wou!d be applied to 
the best quality butter leaving the country, 
regards the grading of butter at the ports as 
even more vital, not only for the purpose 
of safeguarding the brand, but for the purpose 
of determining what creameries are entitled 
to use it. Without inspection at the ports 
the brand cannot be properly protected. 

The Minister’s object—the production of one 
quality butter—can be more nearly achieved 
by grading tuan by giving to creameries the 
use of a brand, without adequate safequards. 
Grading w uld not encourage the manufacture 
of different qualities of butter: the manu- 
facturers would be penalised in the price of 
every consignment which did not reach the 
hichest crade. 

Dealing with the fact that Denmark has 
only one brand, the statement points out the 
Danish ex»orts are restricted to butter of a 
certain standard, and that nobody has suc- 
gested that it would be possible to prohibit 
the export from this country of inferior butter 

The Association's rec 
summarised as follow :-- 

“The grading of all butter, and the subse- 
quent granting of the use oí the national 
brand on the basis cf merit ascertained by 
the actual grading during a prescribed period, 
and to be continued for such time as mav 
be considered necessary as a check upon the 
national brand. This system would have the 
following advantages over that proposed in 
the bill — 

1. It woul! admit of no evasion. 

2. The buyer would receive a certificate with 
each consignment giving a definite cuarantee of 
quality, and won'd. therefore buxv an the Grade 
certificate. He will not buy on a Brand anti! he 
has sati-ied himself by experience that that Brand 
is reliable, or unless he knows that 
actual examination of the consignment. 

3S. Where the consignment did not reach Fire 
Grade, the shipper would be immediately notified 
of its defects, and would be penalised in price on 
every consignment which was defective. 

4. The mere fact that the employés of the 
creamery knew that the consicnment was to be 
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examined would of itself greatly help ta eliminate 


the element of carelessness, which may occur at 
any of the Bumeroug stages in manufacture, 

5. lt would eliminate. disputes «as to short 
weight—a frequent source of trouble and friction. 

6. It would be a complete check on éxcess 
moisture and other abuses; iv fact, the machinery 
employed could be utilised, and with very: little 
extra expense, to check the moisture content of any 
class of exported butter, whether graded or not, 
thus making it practically ‘im ible to send out 
of the country any adulterated butter—or, at Jeast, 
without the character of the adniteraion img 
declared to the buyer. 

7. The services of creamery instructors could be 
more economically and effectivély. utilised, inasmuch 
as they would concentrate their attention on the 
cream¢cries which the Grade Certificate showed not 
to be turning out good butter. 

8. Committees and other creamery owners and 
managers would know by the Grade Certificate 
whether their staffs were carrying out their work 
satisfactorily. 

9. It would 
National Brand. 

10. Assuming that At could gain a reputation 
without the protection of Grading, the National 
Brand would handicap rather tham help: creameries 
at present producing fancy or premium butter 
(96 points) in marntaining their relative position 
on the market, as it would have the tendency to 
bring the prices of all Branded butter to a dead 
level; whereas if the consignment were “ scored,” 
and it obtained premium, the buyer wonld be dis- 
posed to pay an enhanced price. 

il. It would enable numerous creameries which 
may not be able during the winter and spring 
months to produce butter of the quaiity required 
for the National Brand, to sell their. butter on a 
Grade Certificate, thus enabling them to obtain 
a satisfactory price. or helping to level up the 
quality of their produce. 

“ None of these highly important advan- 
tages would be obtained by the proposals 
contained in the bill.”’ 

Grading, the statement says, is the system 
used by most conntries that export . butter 
to Great Britain. and it can be carried out 
within a few days after the butter is made. 
Grading should precede the awarding of the 
brand. ' 

The Central Council of the Association does 
not regard as satisfactory the Mainister’s 
statement regarding the establishment of an 
Advisory Council, and has demanded that be- 
the bill is advanced another stage a 
Nationa! Dairy Council shall be set up 

“ We do not think,” the statement ends, 
“that the Minister will have much support 
outside official or semi-official quarters for 
the bill as it stands. If, in the face of this, 
he chooses to persist in carrying through the 
Oireachtas. and afterwards forcing on the 
eountry a bill which it is no exaggeration to 
sav places the industry completely at the 
merey of Government officials, the responsi- 
bijty will be his, not ours.”’

ON COMMUNISM. 
PLEA FOR LABOUR 
CANDIDATES.

well be proud—(cheers)—and it is in the 
realm of foreign policy that we have had our 
great success, / 

Mr. Bernard Shaw, who had a very warm 
welcome, said—I have come to apologise for 
meddiing in your affairs, for Í am a complete 
stranger. (A cry of ' No stranger.’’) I 
know nothing about Lewes; I have passed 
through once~or twice, and'a creat friend 
of mine spent six months here, but he saw 
very little of the town. (Laughter.) I did 
my*best to prévent Captain Basil Hall from 
eontesting this constituency. I said to him: 
‘““ All these Sussex constituencies are God 
forsaken sg "—- (laughter) — politically, of 
course. (More laughter.) 

As Captain Hall happens to be one of the 
best candidate we have, I implored him to 
gu up to the North, to an industrial consti- 
tuency, where we could make things safe for 
him. He insisted upon standing here, and 
from what I know of him I imagine that he 
will. probably win the constituency. (Loud 
cheers.) I think only about a dozen people 
applauded that sentiment. (Laughter.) You 
evidently don't think he will, and _ prob- 
ably many of you don’t want him to. But he 
will win, because he is that sort of man. 
(Cheers, ) 

A DIFFICULT POSITION. 

In the Labour Party we are in a difficult 
position. At the last election you were asked 
to vote against us because we were going to 
do dreadful things. Now we are being de- 
nounced by the Liberals and Conservatives 
because we have not done them. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Baldwin said: 
“ You said that you were going to nationalise 
the land, the coal mines, and the railways. 
You have not done those things you promised 
to do.” Well, we shall be happy to do it if 
you give us enough power. (Cheers.) Now 
these gentlemen claim that all the things we 
are doing were what they were going to do. 
But why didn’t they do them when they had 
power? (Cheers.) | Now that I have spoken 
about the usual political things—Lloyd George 
and so on—I might drop it and talk sense. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Shaw then dealt with the national 
ownership of coal, Coal, he argued, might be 
obtained at an average cost of about eleven 
shillings and threepence a ton if the mines 
belonged to the people. Surely there was no 
question of red revolution or expropriation 
about such a policy as that. They were going 
to pay the proprietor of the mines a fair 
price in an honest way. The amount of 
money, declared Mr. Shaw, that goes to 
absolutely idle people is to be measured by 
hundreds of millions every year. 

The money used to be spent in Brighton 
and other places in Sussex and elsewhere in 
this country. But real ladies and gentlemen 
do not go to such common places now. 
(Lawtghter.) They leave that to poor people, 
like you and me. They go to Nice and Monte 
Carlo, and other resorts which are not so well 
known because the music halls have not sung 
ahout them. (Laughter.) I have seen these 
people in those places spilling money in heaps. 
And that money has come out of your pockets. 
You had not got the common sense to see to 
it that it was spent in this country. 
A Voice—We have not a _ chance 
knowing. 
Mr. Shaw—Then, why didn’t you open 
your eyes and look at what was going on 
under your nose. (Cheers.) 

! A COMMUNIST. 
Continuing, Mr. Shaw said—I am a Com- 
munist, and have been a Communist all my 
life. The Conservat.ve and Liberal can li. 
dates in this constituency are Communists. 
lí there were not Communism in our land 
this country woeld be ruined in a week. 
Bread ought to communised. It ought’ to 
be impossible in a civilised country for 
there to be such a thing as a starving child. 
(Cheers.) To judge by your applause, I 
have converted you to Communism in ten 
minutes. (Laughter and cheers.) I am 
pouring the insiduous poison of Communism 
into your mind. . (Laughter.) Basil Hall 
has not said anything so dreadful. But I 
thougut I had better say something of ‘this 
kind in order to keep up my reputation. 
Whether it will assist Captain Hall I do not 
know. (Cries of “ It will.’’) 
_ We want to try and keep the burden of 
increasing profits and rates off the shoulders 
of the nation. For immediate business, 
banking ought to be nationalised. (Cheers. 
Banking is the easiest thing in the world, 
and yet 1 find that there are bankers who 
know very little about it. My banker always 
has a thousand pounds of my money to play 
with. Why don’t you have your own 
banks? (Cheers.) : 
Mr. Shaw went on to say that if the

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THE LATE MR. CATHAL BRUGHA. 


A largely-attended meeting was held in 
Upper Sackville street, Dublin, yesterday, 
the second anniversary of the death of Mr.

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SIGHTS AT WEMBLEY 


THE WEST AFRICAN 
SECTION. 
a Cen 


From Our CorresPonpDent. 
: .. LONDON, Sunday. 

In shape and colour the most distinctive 
exhibit at Wembley is the West African 
Section. Most of the other exhibits are of 
modern design and are built upon a more or 
less uniform plan, with a white plaster finish 
upon a steel and concrete foundation. 

Taking. a general view of the Exhibition, 
the Palaces of Engineering and Industry at- 
tract the eye as, the largest buildings, the 
buildings in the Australian, Canadian and 
Indian 

ir beauty of outline, and the West African 
Section stands out from all the other portions 
by reason of the red walls of which it is 
formed. The thick, irregular walls are 
pierced with slits, which enhance the peculiar 
appearance. The exhibit is a reproduction on 
a necessarily modified scale, but of a most 
realistic character, of the great walls of Zaria 
City. The formation of the walls was intended 
as a protection against the raids of slave- 
traders in days when it was unsafe to venture 
far from the fortified encampments. The 
three colonies of Nigeria, the Gold Coast and 
Sierra Leone have combined for the purpose 
of the exhibit. These three countries form no 
negligible portion of the Empire; for they 
cover a total area of 461,000 square miles, 
with a population of some twenty-two millions. 
The area within the walls occupies over 
159,000 square feet and comprises buildings 
representing the colony and protectorate of 
Nigeria. Similar buildings are devoted to the 
a ‘Coast and Sierra Leone. There are a 
s pping office, a bank, a cinema hall and tea 
chalet, and a complete West African village, 
divided into four compounds, 

ARTS AND INDUSTRIES. 

_ The conditions in which the West Africans 
live are well shown. The huts are made of 
sun-dried bricks of a varying size and shape, 
and the workshops show the arts and in- 
dustries of the population. The tribesmen 
and the wives and families are engaged ir. 
such pursuits as the making of hats and 
baskets, embroidering, wood-carving and 
metal-working. The men of the Hausa tribes 
are skilled leather workers, and produce many 
articles of utility and adornment from the 
hides of native animals. 

The building represented by the colony of 
Nigeria is carried out in a style of architecture 
common in the Western Sudan. The outer 
walls are of a rich red-brown tint, are built 
of sun-dried clay, and the roof is of the same 
material, made in thinner blocks and laid 
upon wooden beams. There is a tower 
modelled upon the lines of the tower of the 
Mosque at Kano. Inside the main building 
the principal products are shown. They com- 
prise palm kernels and palm oil, hides and 
skins, rubber, cotton, cocoa, mahogany and 
the various exudations of trees. 

Among the other products shown, which 
form a minor proportion of the roductions 
of the country, are ostrich feat ers, bees- 
wax, ivory, ebony, various fibres, and the 
crops which are grown for home consumption. 
There are also examples of the native cattle, 
sheep, goats, camels, and horses. A special 
endeavour is made to indicate the possibili- 
hes of Nigeria as a cotton-growing country. 
Ancient art is represented by a collection of 
articles from Benin, in which the Portuguese 
influence is shown. There are various 
articles in ivory, bronze, and wood, and the 
representation of the altar of the late King of 
Benin is a fine piece of work, which was cast 
and carved by the present ruler of the tribe. 

Danish, Dutch, and Portuguese influence is 
shown in the design of the Gold Coast build- 
ing. All these nationalities are represented 
4 settlements along the coast of the colony. 

le interior of the building comes as some- 
thing of a surprise, after visiting the other 

rtions of the section; for in it are to be 
found panoramic courts, typical of the scenery 
in the colony. The panoramic work is ex- 
cellently carried out. The exhibits include 
the Easa of the country, and the natives 
usually are employed in producing such 
articles as one would expect to be turned out 
by these industrious people. The Ashanti 
women subscribed to a fund for the purpose 
of presenting Princess Mary with a wedding 
gift, which took the form of a silver stool, 
which has been loaned for exhibition in this 
section. 

The Sierra Leone building. represents the 
form of structure used in the country for 
official business, such as “palavers”’ of 
tribesmen, and the transactions of Govern- 
ment officials while on tour. The houses in 
this portion of the walled area are composed 
of wattle, daubed with mud. the roofs being 
of thatch, with a rough felt lining. Although 
of a primitive type, the houses of this pat- 
tern are generally fireproof and watertight. 
The industries include pottery, cloth, and 
musical instruments, upon which the natives 
perform. The West African section is as 
interesting inside as it is distinctive in ex- 
terior appearance. 

ALLUVIAL DIAMONDS. 

The exhibits of British Guiana will fall 
under two headings—those dealing with de- 
veloped resources of the colony,’ and those 
deahng with its undeveloped resources. Both 
are vast, and involve many industries, from 
diamond-mining to lime cultivation. A 
special feature is made ot timber, principally 
the green-heart, of which the Mnachester 
Ship Canal locks and gates were made, and 
said to be the hardest and most durable in 
the world. Much, too, is made of the 
colony’s diamonds. The alluvial workings of 
British Guiana have increased enormously 
during the last two years, and are claimed 
to be unrivalled in extent. A diamond pit 
is portrayed, and over thirty tons of different 


gravels have been brought over for 
the purpose of practical §demonstra- 
tions. Another —' precious” industry 
is that of gold-digging. Besides fine 


examples of the metal, including a model of 
the largest nugget ever fund in the Colony— 
333 ozs.—there are models of gold-dredgers. 

Food products, such as rice, coconuts, 
oranges, and other fruits and cocoa are attrac- 
tively displayed, while the sugar industry is 
advertised by an enormous sugar pyramid, 
12 feet high, and by the presentation, durin 
the exhibition, of 50,000 samples of special 
Demarara. The scenic attractions of the 
Colony are not overlooked. There is a 
wonderful model of the Maietur Falls, and 
special films are shown of various aspects of 
Guianan life and surroundings. 

More interesting than all is a small Indian 
village, where five aboriginals, representing 
four different tribes, live. They weave cotton, 
make hammocks, prepare meals, thread beads, 
and keep company with live birds and beasts 
of the Colony, including a fine young jaguar, 
direct form the forest. The attendants of the 
section have all been brought from the Colony 
and are selected youths, each of whom has, in 
his time been a boy scout. 

ULSTER EXHIBIT. 

Visitors to Wembley this week will note a 
striking transformation in the Ulster linen 
exhibit. In the past the exhibit—though full 
of exquisite speciments of Ulster’s mam 
factures—has been somewhat handicapped by 
lack of room. Now, by the feabóval of the 
huge model of the Olympic and the re- 
arrangements of stands, room for a much larger 
display has been secured. Instead of a few 
score handkerchiefs, now 2,000 are on view. 
A large and comprehensive exhibit of damask 


linen and bed linen has been arranged. And 
a far more elaborate show is given of the 
dress linens and printed and dyed-linen 


dresses, which have proved so fascinating to 
lady visitors to the Ulster Pavilion, The gift 
of Ulster linen to the Queen still occupies 
the place of honour in the centre, as it has 
much interest for the public.

THE SOUTTLED GERMAN 
FLEET. 


ATTEMPTS TO RAISE A 


DESTROYER. 


Preparations for liffing the German de- 
stroyer, V 70, a unit of the interned German 
Fleet, scuttled in Scapa Flow on June 21, 
1919, were practically completed last Tuesday 
week, when the masts and funnels were re- 
moved. A southerly breeze and a choppy sea 
alongside the floating dock moored on either 
side, however, caused a suspension of opera- 
tions. On Saturday ideal weather conditions 
prevailed, and nightfall saw all ten hawsers 
underneath the destroyer again hauled taut, 
and the vessel’s bow above the water. Heav- 
ing operations were resumed yesterday morn- 


-ing, and the vessel was lifted seven feet off 


the bottom, when a chain snfnped at the side 
of the dock. Other chains followed until only 
two wire straps held, As this was insufficient 
to warrant towing the dock and destroyer 
to shallow water in Mill Bay, the winches 
were run back, and the destroyer sank again,

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DEATH SENTENCE ON 
FRENCHMAN. 


VAQUIER’S OUTBURST IN THE 
DOCK. 


The Frenchman, Jean Pierre. Vaquier, was 


found guilty, at the Guilford Assizes on 
Saturday, of having poisoned Alfred George 
Poynter Jones, the landlord of the Blue 
Anchor Hotel, Byfleet, by administering 
strychnine, and was sentenced to death. 

The Crown case was that Vaquier put the 
poison in a bottle of salts which Jones was in 
the habit of taking. 

The prisoner went into the witness box, and 
cenied having placed the poison there. He 
acmitted “having purchased strychnine, but 
said that he rhade the purchase for a solicitor 
who was acting for Mrs. Jones, the wife of 
the hotel proprietor. 


Mr. Gerald Bruce Millar, solicitor, was next 
called and gave an absolute denial to the 
prisoner's statements that he gave him money 


to purchase strychnine, and that he was Mrs. 
Jones's lover. 

When Mr. Justice Avory passed sentence of 
death, Vaquier quickly lost control of him- 
self. and cried out that it was an iniquitous 
Raising his voice he shouted out 
sentences in which the words “iniquitous,” 
‘“wicked,’’ and “ Anglais’’ were conspicuous. 

Turning round in a frenzy, he raised his 


arms and struck one cf the warders on the 
chest. When his wrists. were seized he 


struggled violently and raised a knee as if 
about to kick. Above the commotion came 
the judge’s command: ‘‘ Have him removed.’ 
In a moment Vaquier, with his head over 
their shoulders, was raised from the floor of 
the dock. the trapdoor of the cell was raised, 
and he disappeared. 

For a minute after he was.taken below the 
sound of his shrill protests were-audible. The 
prison doctor went into Vaqnuier’srcell to help 
to calm him.

The labour 
outlook has also become cloudy again, and the 
only direction in which encouragement can be 
found is that of international affairs. The success 
of the Hungarian loan is distinctly heartening. 
One by one the nations of Europe are abandoning 
inflation, and are settling down to a course of re- 
trenchment and reform which cannot fail to 
establish more satisfactory conditions for the 
foreign trade of Great Britain. There is still 
much to accomplish, and the process may be slow, 
but at one time it seemed impossible to arrest the 
disintegration of the European economic structure. 
A new spirit of hopefulness is gradually developing. 
At the moment Oil shares have taken the place of 
Mines in speculative favour, an optimistic feeling 
having been caused by the statement of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of California that the outlook 
is improving, while the Rumanian group has been 
helped by the discovery that the new mining law 
is more favoura than was at first supposed. 
The Anglo-Ecuadorian Company is expected to start 
shipping oi! next month, and it would not be 
surprising to see the shares taken in hand, follow- 
ing upon the rise in Lobitos.

SOUTH AFRICAN COMPANY AND 
GOVERNMENT, 


Sir G. Albu, presiding at the annual meet- 
ing on Friday of t.e General Mining and 
Finar-e Corporation, said that the financial 
position had been further considerably 
streng-hened -ing to “"e improved returns 
from the mines. During the past year there 
had been additions of £13,218 worth of ex- 
enemy shares, which the Corporation had pur- 
chased from the Custodian, and which further 
reduced the net figure of the issued capital to 
£1,014,580. These ex-enemy shares would 
only be cancelled when it was certain that 
the Custodian had delivered them all. 

The Chairman said that he would not pre- 
dict as to future dividends. The present 
policy was to consolidate their financial 
resources, so as to be able to take advantage 
of acquiring fresh business. The profit last 
year, amounting to £100,352, showed an in- 
crease of £21,474 over the previous year, and 
he considered this very satisfactory. He said 
that the Corporation had acquired an option 
on a gold property in Canada, in the neigh- 
bourhood of a successful mine, and that the 
property was now being examined by engi- 
neers. The Chairman pointed out that the 
present shortage of native labour was due to 
restrictions by the Union C «ernment on the 
importation. of East Coast natives, and ex- 
pressed the strong op:nion that this was 
inimical to the interests of European workers 
as well as to the industry, and that no arti- 
ficial restraints should be placed on obtaining 
native labour. 

Sir George Albu expressed the belief that 
the political parties now in power in South 
Africa and the new Ministers were just as 
anxious to advance the interests of South 
Africa as their predecessors, and that when 
they gained an intimate knowledge of the 
difficulties of the mining industry, which they 
would acquire through the assumption of 
office, they would see that the interests of the 
inhabitants of South Africa were best served 
oy antag the mining industry sympatheti- 
cally.
